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OF ARBITRATION 


SENATOR HANNA SAYS THIS END 
IS NOW IN SIGHT. 


TO SETTLE LABOR DISPUTES 


Zhe Board Will Consist of Nine Em- 
ployers, Nine Employes and Nine 
Disinterested Men. 


‘Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—A permanent 
board of arbitration probably will be the 
result of the capital and labor conference 
in session here. 

The foremost representatives of capital, 
and workers for harmony between the con- 
tending forces have been in session two 
days debating the general questions. In ex- 
ecutive session on Wednesday they drew up 
&@ plan by which it is hoped that arbitration 
will permanently displace the strike in this 
country us a means of seitling disputes be- 
tween employer and employe. 

The conference will appoint a permanent 
arbitration committee of 27 men. Nine of 
these will be representatives of capital— 
Buch men as Charies M. Schwab, president 
of the Billion Dollar Steel Trust; Senator 
Mark A. Haina and 8S. R. Calloway of the 
American Locomotive Werks. Nine more 
will be the representatives of the working- 
men—such as Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of Labor; ihe- 
odore Schaffer of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers;

Dr. Chapman's suggestion and his ac- 
companying remarks precipitated a contro- 
versy between himaeif and Health Com- 
missioner Starkio#, whick Mayor Wells

Dr. Chapman said that Dr. Starkloff had 
opposed the resolution, and had called in 
Dr. Ravold, who had also condemned the 
pereenat to abandon the issuance of anti- 
toxin. 

“Dr. Ravold had the audacity to assure 
us,’’ said Dr. Chapman, “that his antitoxin 
Was perfect, and could not have caused 
death, even after the first death had re- 
sulted.’ 

“Why didn’t you pass the resolution?” 
Dr. Starkloff interrupted. You and Dr. 
Merrell could have done so.’ 


Mayor Wells Ends 
Doctors’ Argument. 
“We couldn’t get the question put to a 
vote,’’ Dr. Chapman replied. 
Mayor Wells stopped the argument as 
Dr. Merrell, the senior medical member of 


the Board of Health was about to join in 
the discussion. He said that the points 
which had been suggested would be brought 
out as evidence, by placing the physicians 
on the stand.

An opinion sustaining the decision of the 
lower court was handed down by the state 
court of appeals Tuesday morning in the 
case of Clara M. Summers, who sued and 
was awarded judgment against the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Co, for $3065.58.

NEW YORK, Dec. ii.—A number of im- 
portant contracts for locomotives to be used 
by various foreign railroads and private 
use have been placed in the United States

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THE NEED OF PUBLICITY. 

One Democratic organ—the State Tribune of Jefferson City-- 
takes a sound view of the Cardwell case. In a plea for publicity 
of all doings’of the party committee it says: . 

There was more involved in the Cardwell inquiry than 
the personal and political characters of the members of 
the committee, although this of itself is an important 
matter. But it affected the Democratic party and the 
reputation and welfare of the state.

The Corrupt Practices Act designed and passed to throw the 
light of publicity on the pecuniary transactions of candidates 
and party committees is deliberately violated to hide the identity 
of corporate agents who supply camnpaien funds. 

The disgraceful buyirg off of a suit which ‘threatened the ex- 
posure of party machine deals is hailed with delight by partv 
managers and these managers and thelr organs try to bamboozle 
and befoo) the public. 

The fear of publicity shows the need of it. The peovle must 
know what the machine politicians are doing. There shovld he 
no possibility of hiding the betrayal of the people under subter- 
fuges and secret deals.

English employers want to know how to get rid of old men. 

Seymour Beil, British commercial agent at Chicago, attended 
a meeting at the London Chamber of Commerce last Thursday 
for the purpose of advising English merchants and manufac- 
turers how to hold their own against the Americans. 

One of the first questions asked was: ‘‘What do the Ameri- 
cans do with old men?” 

According tv the cabled report it was asserted that Americans 
do not employ men over 45 years of age. One speaker said he 
knew of one case where a man who had been receiving $15,.09 a 
year was now glad to get $15 a week. Another declared that 
youth, not ingenuity, was the cause of America’s progress. An- 
other said that the only way to save England’s trade was to re- 
tire the older men. 

This is a partial view. The Englishmen have been too hasty. 

There is a tendency in the United States to place business en- 
terprises in the hands of those best fitted to direct them. There 
s no dead line of age. Competence, not years, is the test.

HOW BIRDS DRESS WOUNDS. 


Many birds, particularly those that are 
prey for sportsmen, possess the faculty of 
skillfully dressing wounds. Some will even 


set bones, taking their own feathers to form 
the proper bandages. A French naturalist 
writes that on a number of occasions he 
has killed woodcocks that were, when 
shot, convalescing from wounds previously 
received. 

In every instance he found the old injury 
neatly dressed with down plucked from the 
stem feathers and skilfully arranged over 
the wound, evidently by the long beak of 
the bird. In some instances a solid plaster 
was thus formed, and in others bandages 
am been applied to wounds or broken 
imbs. 

One day he killed a bird that evidently 
had been severely wourded at some recent 
period. The wound was covered and pro- 
tected by a sort of network of feathers 
which had been plucked by the bird from 
its own body and so arranged as to form a 

laster, completely covering and protect- 
ng the wounded surface. The feathers were 
fairly netted together, passing alternately 
under and above each other and forming a

Eighths a Pound to Increase Trade. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Beginning today 
anew and reduced price for lead will go 


into effect. At a meeting of the executive 
committee of the American Smelting and 
Refining Co. it was decided to cut the price 
of lead from 4.37%c a pound to 4c. Thig ac- 
tion was practically agreed upon at re- 
cent conference of the lead producers of 
Idaho and Utah in this city. The manage- 
ment of the smelting company have, there- 
fore, decided to put the reduction into ef- 
fect as an experiment to determine wheth- 
er there will a larger quantity sold at a 
small price than before. Officials of the 
company state that the producers felt it 
would be for their best interest to make the 
reduction.

IMPORTANT COURT RULING 


Decision in the St. Louis Case of Koop- 
man vs. Kenredy—Other Supreme 
Court Opinions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 17.—Judge 
Burgess affirmed the judgment of the 
St. Louis Circuit Court giving William 
Koopman $365 interest against Mrs. Eliza- 
beth F. Kennedy on money which he had 
held ip reserve to comply with a contract 
with her to purchase property in that city, 
but on which she refused him a good title. 
The facts are that Robert E. Kennedy, hus- 
band of Mrs. Kennedy, deeded this property 
to her before they were married and that 
when she sold the property she was not 


living with Kennedy, but their marriage 
relations had not been severed. She ten- 
ered Koopman a deed signed by herseif, 
but refused to ask Kennedy to sign it. 
Koopman refused to accept the deed to the 
property for which he was to pay $5600, 
whereupon she instituted mapondings to 
compel him to accept the be ed. Koopman 
then brought In a bill for interest on the 
money he held in readiness to comply with 
the contract and the court gave him a 
$365 judgment. The Supreme Court holds 
that a husband has in the property of his 
Wife an inchoate right of courtesy, of 
which he does not deprive himself or re- 
linquish by an enti-nuptual contract and 
that a wife cannot make a good title to 
preperty without the consent and signature 
of her husband. Hence an important point 
of law is laid down by the Supreme Court 
this case. 

In division No. 8 of the supreme court 
Was argued this morning.the case of Cir- 
cult Attorney Folk of St. Louis against 
Circuit Judge Talty for a writ of prohibi- 
tion enjoining the judge from compelling 
him to sign an information for a writ of 
quo warranto requiring Mr. Buckley, the 
Democratic member of. the House of Dele- 
gates of that city from the Twenty-fourth 
ward, to show by what authority he is 
holding that office. Attorney-General Crow 
argued for’Circuit Attorney Folk on pehalf 
of Buckley, and Attorney C. W. Rutledge 
of St. Louis appeared for Judge Talty on 
behalf of Buechner and argued for the is- 
suance of the writ of prohibition against 
the circuit judge. The court took the mat- 
ter under advisement and a decision wi'l 
not be rendered in the case until the next 
sitting of the court, which will probably be 
two or three weeks yet. 

Division No. 2 of the Missouri Supreme 
Court met this morning and rendered opin- 
jons in 18 cases. Among the cases decided 
a that of the Beattie Manufacturing Co. 

St. Louis against Anne Gerardi and 
C harles Clark to enforce a mechanics’ lien 
° ainst certain newly improved property 

Anne Gerardi which hed been conv eyed 
te Charles Clark. The district court of St. 
Louis gave Gerardi and Clark judgment 
against the company and the supreme 
court this morning in an opinion by Judge 
Burgess affirmed that judgment. 

Presiding Judge Sherwood rendered an 
important decision in Division No. 2 of 
the Supreme Court this morning in the case 
of the State of Missouri against John Ha- 
mey, from St. Joseph. Hamey was indicted 
an ‘convicted of a violation of section 1838, 
Revised Statutes of 1899, raising the age of 
consent to 18 years. The judgment of the 
Buchanan County Court was reversed and 
Ramey discharged.
